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Should Ask Ottawa 


In all honesty and decency, the provin- 
cial government should refer to Ottawa 
for a ruling on Edmonton's request for a 
fair share of the federal grants for health 
purposes. 

These grants are made by the domin- 
fon government and are supposed to be 
buted equitably by the provinces, 
Last August, the city of Edmonton ap- 
plied for $60,060.00 of this money, not for 
existing health services, but for new serv- 
ices and for the extension of present 

services, 

The federal department of health and 
welfare has stated clearly and precisely 
that the money is intended to be used 
for the purposes Edmonton has in mind for 
it. 

Moreover, officials of that department, 
in conversation with local health officials, 
have declared specifically that Edmon- 
ton’s plans for the use of this money are 
entirely in accord with the intentions of 
Ottawa. 

And yet the provincial government re- 
fuses to give Edmonton more than 
$1,622.00 ot these grants which, to all 
intents and purposes, they hold in trust. 

The absurdity of the situation is em- 


Time for a Religious 


The decision just handed down by the 
supreme court of Canada, acquitting a 
member of the Jehovah's Witnesses sect 
on a charge of distributing a libelous 
pamphlet in the province of Quebec, comes 
at a timely moment because it adds ju- 
dicial authority to the seasonal appeal for 
peace and good will among men. 

The pamphlet has been held to be 
neither libelous nor seditious. Nevertne- 
less it is true that it did attack the teach- 
ing of the Roman Catholic Church. Its 
very title, “Quebec’s Burning Hate for God 
and Christ and Freedom,” attests its intol- 
erance and perhaps its malice. 

On the other hand, there has undoubt- 
edly been somewhat fanatic efforts in 
some of the smaller towns of Quebec to 
lay every difficulty in the way of promul- 

ating the teachings of this sect and other 
rotestant sects, 

No one asks either side to compromise 
in point of doctrine. 


phasized in the fact that Vancouver re- 
ceives $100,000.00 annually from these 
funds for exactly the purposes for which 
Edmonton intends them. 

This annual expenditure by Vancouver 
is made with the knowledge and consent of 
the federal government. 

Why should Vancouver's needs be met 
while Edmonton’s needs are ignored? 

The only possible explanation is that. 
the British Columbia government under- 
stands the intent of the federal depart- 
ment while the Alberta government muis- 
understands it. 

Since Ottawa has embarked upon this 
broad policy of providing money to extend 
and perfect the health services to the 
Canadian people, it is only fair that Ed- 
monton should have a reasonable share 
of it. 

Failure to secure this reasonable 
share of it will tend to reduce Edmonton's 
health standards below the general level 
of the country. 

Even the Alberta government should 
see that this is an impossible situation, 

If the Alberta government wishes to do 
the fair and honest thing, it will ask Ot- 
tawa for a specific ruling on Edmonton's 


appeal. 
Truce 


No one would dream of asking the 
Roman Catholic Church to adopt any of 
the tenets held by any Protestant com- 
munion when those tenets are repugnant 
to Catholic teaching. 

Certainly, no one is asking the Protes- 
tants to adopt any Catholic doctrine to 
which they may object. 

But surely there is room in Canada for 
both these teachings. 

Surely this country is broad enough to 
permit all men to worship God in the man- 
ner most compatible with their consci- 
ences, 

The present supreme court decision 
can very well be taken as an olive branch 
extended in the cause of religious toler- 
ance. 

It would add materially to the joyous- 
ness of the Canadian Christmas if Can- 
ada’s religious bodies, without compromis- 
ing in the least, would declare a truce and 
cease sniping at each other. 


New Censorship Is Justified 


The censorship on war news from 
Korea, newly imposed by General Doug- 
las MacArthur, is both justified and over- 
due. 

No one wants to deprive the public of 
information which will help everybody to 
form an intelligent view of what is going on. 

At the same time, no reasonabie citi- 
zen wants to imperil United Nations troops 
and threaten the success of military move- 
ments by blazoning these movements in 
every North American newspaper and 
over every North American radio station 
before they occur. 


More Confidence In 


The appointment of General Dwight 
D. Eisenhower as supreme commander of 
the joint defensive European army ap- 
pears to be creating a tendency in Ottawa 
to lay down a more positive and aggressive 
international policy so far as the threat 
of war is concerned. 

There is talk now that the army’s 
special force may be sent to Europe to 
serve in General Hisenhower’s command. 

There is a forecast that the govern- 
ment may seek greater mobilization pow- 
ers to meet any sudden emergency, 


ODDS AND ENDS — 


It has been a matter of public com- 
ment for the past several months that the 
United Nations campaign in Korea ap- 
peared to lack every element of surprise 
because every punch was telegraphed far 
in advance. 

War correspondents in the field can- 
not be expected to know what information 
is harmless and what information is of 
use to the enemy. Without censorship, 
newsmen covering the war are entitled te 
publish whsiever they can discover. 

The new censorship will throw the onus 
of dangerous disclosures on military 
authorities which is where it belongs.

Factor In Constipation 


Chronie constipation is one of 
the most common of all medical 
problems, True constipation 
means that fecal matter is retain- 
ed in the intestinal! tract longer 
than it should be or that there is 
excessive delay 
in discharge of 
intestinal waste. 
A great deal of 
expert study 
has been given 
to constipation 
and the causes 
are well known, 

Diet, of course, 
has a great deal 
to do with con- 
stipation. Too many people gulp 
their food down without allowing 
enough time for their meals. 
Many of the foods which we eat 
are so highly refined that they 
do uot contain the bulk neces- 
sary to assist in proper movement 
of the bowels, 

In some parts of the wwid and 
at some times of the year there 
are not enough fresh fruits and 
vegetables in the diet. These 
foods not only supply a large part 
of the bulk necessary but also 
aid in peristalsis or the wave-like 
movements of the intestine which 
carry the waste down through 
the intestinal tract. 


Rhythm Is 


Important 
Another great caus of constl- 
pation is the abuse of laxatives. A 
great many people have the idea 
that if they clean themselves out 
onee a week with a gootl strong 
purge it will be good for them.

When they do this the normal 
rhythm of bowel evacuation is 
disturbed and usually not re-es- 
tablished for several days. 

Also the regular or inadvised 
use of laxatives tends to set up a 
bad habit of the bowel, so that 
laxatives have to be nelied ‘on 
more and more, 

improper training and neglect, 
especially in childhood, have a 
great deal to do with the condi- 
tion in most sases. Much trouble 
comes from failure to set aside a 
regular time of day for a bowel 
movement. Also many people 
gel into trouble because they do 
not yleld at once to nature's call 
which may occur at any time. 


Establish 
Good Habits 
Treatment of simple constipa- 
tion is usually successful unless 
“the truoble bas begun in child- 
hood or has lasted for a long time. 
The underlying cause, whether 
diet, neglect, or abuse of lax*- 
tives, first has to be corrected, 

Kstablishing good habits by 
having a bowel movement at a 
particular tline of day and yield- 
ing to it when it comes are ex- 
tremely important, Exercise, too, 
he'ps to overcome constipation. It 
if proves peristalsis and strength- 
ens the muscies of the abdomen 
which aid in the expulsion of 
waste matter, 

Of course, elderly people have 
to be careful about what exercise 
they take and they may have to 
continue to rely on laxatives, at 
least (© some extent.

I'm hoping to find your 
comment in our next mail bag

Meanwhile I've met an Ameri- 
can family who make the fig- 
ures I used in my column look 
rather silly. This is a young 
couple, with three children. They 
were married 12 years ago. In 
that time, on a civil service pay, 
they have saved more than 
$15,000 pay premiums on $35,000 
life insurance and claim to have 
everything they want in life. 

I'd guess that Ray and his 
wife are around 35, maybe a 
little older. He is a government 
civil engineer, classified as P-3, 
whatever that means. on a Co- 
lumbia River irrigation project 
in Chelan County, Washington.

We got right down to compar- 
ing budgets and found, first, that 
there’s not really much difference 
in the cost of living in Canada 
and the United States. Ray said 
he spends $340 a month, which 
gives him a hundred a month to 
put away as savings. Here is the 
monthly budget he works against: 

Drugs, $10; groceries, $45; meat, 
$5; cleaning, $5; greens, $2; news- 
papers, $3, milk, $20; children’s 
expenses, $8; children and wife's 
clothes, $35; Ray’s clothes, $8; fuel, 
$6; help for wife, $4; insurance, 
$50; telephone, $4; light, $8; furni- 
ture, $20; hobbies, $8; entertain- 
ment, $30; taxes $15; gasoline, $20; 
car payment, $35. 

Some of these items seemed 
strange to me, 

“Oh, we're a very unusual fam- 
ily, I'll admit,” Ray replied in 
his chipper way, “Groceries, for 
example. Well, we live in a small 
town and we have a five-acre 
place that’s almost a farm.’ Grow 
our own vegetables, keep two 
dozen chickens, which keeps us in 
fowl and eggs, and we kill a beef 
once a year. I generally get my 
limit of deer in the hunting sea- 
son and we keep four deep freeze 
lockers full.” 


“The other items seem low, 


too, for a family of three young- 


asters,” I said.

“Well, we don't go in for any- 
thing fancy. We don’t smoke or 
drink or go to the movies, I let 
the children go once a week on 
Saturdays with the understanding 
that they won't buy any candy or 
gum. Ruins their teeth, you know. 
We take one trip a year and buy 
a new car every year and that's 
the sum total of our entertain- 
ment, That and my hobbies. I 
have a wire recorder, movie 
camera and projector.” 

“But even on clothes .,. .” I be- 
gan. 

“Clothes don’t fret us none,” 
Ray said jauntily. “I buy a $40 
suit once every three or four
